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FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








Formula feed demand from drouth areas continues to stimulate business 
for some manufacturers although relief from the long dry spell has been 
received in some sections. However, rapidly advancing ingredient prices 
have pushed formula feed price lists up sharply and resistance among con- 
sumers and dealers has grown in all parts of the country. Many feed industry 
spokesmen have expressed the fear that buying may very well be trimmed 
sharply until a break in prices occurs. Improvement in egg and chicken and 
turkey broiler markets helped the outlook somewhat, but advances in feed 
costs in many instances were said to have offset these gains in feeding ratios. 
Animal proteins moved up steeply during the week, and the vegetable pro- 
tein pinch continues. Linseed oil meal mixes now are being offered at prices 
substantially above the ceilings for straight meal. The index of wholesale 
feedstuffs prices advanced 4.1 points to 276.7 and the feed grain index dropped 
1 point to 252.1 in the week ending Aug. 13. (Ingredient details on pages

Aready Farms Net 
Declines Sharply 
Despite Sales Rise 


CHICAGO—-Net income of Arcady 
Farms Milling Co. and subsidiaries 
for the fiscal year ended May 31 was 
$85,789, compared with $369,824.99 
the previous year, according to the 
firm’s annual report. Net sales showed 
an increase from $16,368,545.25 to 
$17,126,700 from fiscal 1951 to fiscal 
1952, and earnings before federal 
taxes dropped from $645,552.80 to 
$203,789 

The firm reported that tonnage was 
about the same as during the pre- 
vious 12 months, with an increase of 
2%, but that there was “a consider- 
able change in the types of volume 
among the many feeds.” 

Wirt D. Walker, president, in a 
message in the report, said that the 
increase in gross sales resulted from 
a change in type of feeds shipped, 
rather than from any substantial 
change in price level 

He reported that the 
net volume was due to several fac- 
tors, one of which was an increase 
of more than $100,000 in the write- 
off of a subsidiary. A second factor 
was the increase in wages and 
of plant machinery repairs 

“Of most importance to your 
pany during the year was the tre- 
mendous decline, almost without rec- 
ord in past history, in the poultry 
that is chicken and turkey, industry 
price level,"” Mr. Walker stated in 
the report. “We _ suffered severe

The 
masonry warehouse is designed for a 
45-ft. span, pre-stressed concrete roof

The mill will have a capacity of 
200 tons of mixed feeds and pellets 
per eight-hour day. All types of feeds 
will be mixed and all ingredients 
weighed through a central weighing 
and mixing process. The operation is 
automatic being directed by one man 
from a central push-button control 
panel 

The plant is designed for a vertic- 
al flow of materials. The mill is 120- 
ft. high and the grain and other 
ingredients are stored in the upper 
portion of the building. From these 
storage bins, the ingredients flow by 
gravity to the various processing 
machines on the midway floors of 
the building. After being cleaned, 
rolled or ground, the feeds drop into 
garner bins just above the central 
weighing and mixing equipment 
After mixing the processed feeds are 


sacked or stored in bins over the 
driveway for delivery in bulk, or for 
shipment by rail.

Sharp Decrease 
in U.S. Grain 
Exports Seen 


WASHINGTON 

S. grain exports for the coming 
crop year is forecast by US. officials 
who have just completed an analysis 
of world supply and demand factors 
This information came simultaneously 
with the announcement by the U.S 
Department of Agriculture last week 
that wheat and wheat flour exports 
for the crop year just ended amounted 
than 470 million bushels and 
exports of coarse grain, predomi- 
nantly corn, amounted to slightly 
more than 194 million bushels 

This examination of the export out- 
look for the coming year represents 
final adjustments of the demand for 
U.S. grain, taking into consideration 
the extraordinary requirements for 
wheat from Argentina and additional 
abnormal requirements of Yugoslavia 
for both U.S. wheat and corn. Pre- 
viously it had been contemplated that 
Yugoslavia would be able to exchange 
part of its corn supplies to obtain 
needed wheat. Now it has developed 
that drouth conditions have been so 
generally bad that this nation will 
be on the import side for both com- 
modities. 

This study of the world outlook as 
regards U.S. exports indicates that 
for the coming year U.S. wheat ex- 
ports probably will not exceed 350 
million bushels and the coarse grain 
tonnage will run about 4.2 million 
tons.

Coarse Grain Exports 

The pattern of coarse grain ex- 
ports for the forthcoming year will 
differ largely in method of financing, 
particularly for the countries under 
the economic guidance of the Mutual 
Security Administration. Since the 
enactment of the MSA appropriations 
bill with the ban on payment of wheat 
subsidy when foreign nations use 
MSA funds, it is expected that these 
countries will finance their wheat 
purchases with free dollars to the 
extent possible and use the MSA 
money largely to buy coarse grains 

However, the switch in use of MSA 
funds is not seen as influencing any 
increase in total exports of the coarse 
grains this year. The government es- 
timate is now set at 4.2 million tons 
for the year as compared with 4.7 
million tons this past year ending 
June 30. 

U.S. grain and grain products ex- 
ports totaled 664 million bushels dur- 
ing the 12 months July, 1951-June, 
1952, according to estimates made 
by U.S.D.A. Exports during the like 
period of 1950-51 totaled 611 million 
bushels 

The 12-month 1951-52 totals con- 
sist of 470,171,000 equivalent bushels 
of wheat, flour and macaroni, (com- 
pared with 363,823,000 in the like pe- 
riod of 1950-51), and 194,222,000 
equivalent bushels of other grains 
and products (compared with 247,- 
391,000)

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Now why doesn’t the average farm- 
er feel the same way about back- 
ward feed rations as he does about 
good seed corn? It is due to the fact 
that he has not been educated to 
the fact that scientifically balanced 
rations pay best, especially if he 
must buy them from the feed dealer 


False Impressions 
While the farmer believes in a 
general sort of way that balanced 
feed rations pay best, he labors un- 
der some false impressions, as fol- 
iows 
1. That the farmer can balance 
his own rations properly. He believes 
that if he must buy some of the in- 
gredients for a balanced ration, he 
can somehow do the mixing him- 
self so that he achieves the maxi- 
mum production and profit results, 
even if this mixing requires the use 
of a good mixer instead of a shovel 
2. That somehow the answer to 
i balanced ration lies in the crops 
which the farmer himself can raise 
yn his own farm. Many a farmer, 
possessing a good grain crop, feels 
that a surplus of good grain feeding 
when crops are lush will automatical- 
y provide a cow or a hen with the 
necessary nutrients which will make 
her produce at a maximum, not only 
juring the grain harvest season, but 
also for sometime later. The factor 
trace elements in feeding is not 
overlooked, but is compensated for, 
many farmers believe, by a heavy 
rfeeding of crops on hand 
This is the same sort of thinking 
that if a few vitamins are good for 
i person a whole boxful should be 
nuch better 
Now many reliable feed dealers 
ive been doing a fine job of educat- 
g farmers to the idea that a sci- 
ntifically balanced feed ration should 
used, regardless of whether or 
not all the ingredients can be grown 
m the farm. But a lot of farmers 
still think, “Fit your scientifically 
balanced feed ration to my crop 
production program, without making 
me buy more than 15 of the ele- 
ments.’ 
What needs to be done in an edu- 
itional feed program is to tell farm- 
rs that if he raises livestock or 
poultry, that his crop program should 
not be the governing factor in 
whether a scientific feeding pro- 
gram should be followed or not. If 
the crops grown can be fitted into 
the scientific feed program—well and 
good, If they can't, the farmer had 
best stick to such a scientific feed 
program even if he must buy many 
of the ingredients outside his crop

For the feed dealer who intends 
to conduct a campaign along this 
line, it is best to use some homely 
examples to strengthen his position 
For example, every farm wife knows 
that spoiled eggs will not improve 
the cake she bakes. And if she leaves 
out any of the cake ingredients, it 
will not taste as well as the cake 
which has a perfect blending of all 
the ingredients 

Likewise, the farmer knows that 
to plant expensive seed in unfertile 
ground is poor business, that the 
yield will not be satisfactory 

As a parallel, for a farmer to feed 
dairy cows end chickens a super 
abundance of one type of crop or 
grain—good though it may be in its 
field—is wasteful, and will not pro- 
vide the nourishment or production 
which the farmer seeks 

Backward rations are uneconomi- 
cal, and any farmer can prove this 
statement from his own experience 
If he gives a high producing hen an 
unbalanced ration, he knows that 
her production will soon slump. The 
same is true of a dairy cow or of : 
calf fed for flesh gains. A _ back- 
ward feed ration is just what it seems 
to mean, a ration deficient in ele- 
ments which constitute the highest 
production rate yet known to agri 
culture

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FARMERS URGED TO ORDER 
FERTILIZER SUPPLY NOW 


CHICAGO Farmers planning to 
seed wheat this fall have been ad- 
vised to order their fertilizer early 
to make sure of having the plant 
food on hand when they need it most 

Heavy demand for fertilizer in re- 
cent months plus the scarcity of some 
raw materials may result in a tight 
supply situation in some areas in the 
period ahead, reports the Middle West 
Soil Improvement Committee. Short- 
ages of sulfur continue to hamper all 
out superphosphate production. Ni- 
trates are still scarce 

“In view of this situation, prompt 
ordering of fertilizer for fall seedings 


is advisable,” says a statement issued 
by the committee. “If plant food flows 
steadily from factories to farms in 
the weeks ahead, then all essential] 
demands can be met. If, however, fac- 
tory storage areas become over- 
crowded with finished fertilizer, then 
production schedules cannot be main- 
tained. Those who wait until the last 
minute to order their supplies may 
not be able to get what they want 
Stating that fertilizer is essential 
to high wheat yields, the committee 
says that a balanced supply of nu- 
trients is needed to get the seedlings 
up, carry the crop through the win- 
ter and give it a good start in the 
spring. A full feed of plant food is 
especially important where legume-

OTHING is more unproduc- 
tive than the personne! of the 
store standing around and 


watching traffic go by on the side- 
walk and street outside. It not only 
makes no profits for the firm but 
also discourages folks from wanting 
to come inside. 

No one has as yet found the magic 
formula which can keep the staff 
busy all of the time every day of 
the week. When that individual dis- 
covers how to keep customers com- 
ing inside in such volume the for- 
tune he will make will give him 





more wealth than enjoyed by a Prince 
of India. 

But there are a lot of things we 
can do when no customers are around 
which can contribute to the firm's 
profit making ability. Business can 
be developed even when no custom- 
ers are in the store. 

Here are some things to do right 
out of the practical experience of 
many different types of retail in- 
stitutions. 

Put the telephone to use is one 
of the oldest and still one of the 
steps that can be taken. Yet

one can always find it ignored in 
stores throughout the land. 

Every salesperson has a group of 
friends. Somewhere in this group of 
friends are folks who actually need 
many of the items we have to sell 
in our store. They need, in most 
cases, only a little urging to make 
a sale. 

That urging can be done over the 
telephone by even the shiest sales- 
person. Many stores have found, too, 
that calling names at random in one’s 
telephone directory can produce re- 
sults 

“What if I find only one person 
in twenty whom I call interested?” 
one salesman told us not long ago 
“That's one sale I would not have 
made if I'd just been standing here 
waiting for someone to come through 
the front door.” 

“Get out of the store and sell,” 
advises another salesman in talk- 
ing about such slack periods. 

“This doesn’t. mean I go out and 
ring doorbells,” he adds, “because

I couldn’t be spared from the store 
that long. But it does mean I'll go 
down to the nearby restaurant and 
button hole someone there I know 
and start talking business to him over 
a cup of coffee. 

“Or maybe I'll just walk around 
the block and run into a friend I 
can build some business with. If the 
customers won't come into our store 
to buy then I'll go out of the store 
and talk business to them there.” 

Work up direct mail to be proc- 
essed during such periods. Several 
store managers get a lot more di- 
rect mail out and do not have to 
hire extra workers to do it by us- 
ing such idle moments in the store 
to handle the physical details of get- 
ting it ready for the mail man. It's 
doing a business building job that 
otherwise would never be done. 

Look for the extra storekeeping 
job. Almost every retail store uses 
parts of such periods to refill empty 
counters and rearrange stock. Many 
more profit by going a step further. 
Here’s how one retailer explains it: 

“There’s never a display set-up 
in our store that couldn’t be im- 
proved upon,” he declares, “because 
perfection is just impossible to at- 
tain. Whenever any of our people 
have time on their hands they auto- 
matically start looking around for 
displays that could be changed around 
or rearranged to make them more 
effective. 

“With this thought in mind we've 
never failed to keep busy profitably 
for we've found the idea actually 
works in making store merchandise 
display a lot more effective than it 
used to be.” 

Check the old sales slips, advises 
a number of retailers who point out 
that spending such time in checking

replacement and thereby probably 
become lost to us forever.” 

Test sales demonstrations on one 
another. This may seem somewhat 
like resorting to “kid games” but 
it has been found in actual practice 
to be a good method of trying out 
new selling ideas. 

Any weakness in a sales presenta- 
tion can be spotted quickly by an- 
other salesperson where it would 
probably not be mentioned by a cus- 
tomer for months. Discovery of such 
‘holes” in selling presentations can 
mean the difference between making 
a sale or losing one with the very 
next customer who enters the store 

Such sessions also may be used to 
make certain a semi-technical pre- 
sentation is clear and easy to fol- 
low. Things we work out within our- 
selves tend to completely overlook 
how easily or how difficult it may 
be for someone else to grasp what 
we are trying to put over. 

Study the selling front of the store. 
Every period during which there are 
no customers in the store can well be 
used to searching out the factors in 
our store front, window displays, etc., 
that have failed to entice customers 
into our store 

New business comes from custom- 
ers who have been “enticed” into our 
store not from regular customers 
who make a special trip to buy our 
merchandise. The effectiveness of our 
windows and store front determines 
how many such new customers we 
are able to bring into the store 

When the store is empty and 
there’s plenty of traffic on the side- 
walk and street outside then we're 
failing at this focal point and we can 
well use such periods toward de- 
veloping changes which will alter the 
condition 

Check store displays for accuracy. 
If we cannot make money during 
such a period we can work toward 
keeping from losing any of the green 
stuff. Disarrangement of merchan- 
dise, particularly in open displays, 
often results in losses 

Careful checking of stock to make 
certain the right item is in the right 
price section will assure us that no 
98¢ retail value item is sold during 
some rush period for 59¢. It can hap- 
pen and does happen in every kind 
of store almost every day of the 
week 

Try to hide store inactivity from

passers-by. A far worse impression 
of one’s store is created with passers- 
by when they see salespeople stand- 
ing around the front door waiting 
for some one to come in than when 
they see a busy store. A busy store, 
we well know, attracts even more 
customers. 

Most veteran retailers have found 
their business hurt less when the 
people on the sidewalk see no one 
inside the store than when they see 
salespeople gazing out front windows 
or standing around the store waiting 
for someone to enter. 

All of the foregoing steps can help 
to fill in those gaps in the store's 
daily life when customers seem non- 
existent. They can be assurance that 
the period is not a wasted one after 
all. They can help to lessen the re- 
currence of such periods into the 
future and come closer and closer to 
the ideal situation which would find 
no single moment of the business 
day without a customer in the store

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There’s Profit 
in Neatness 


By Edgar Gleason 


HEN most baseball players 
get two strikes on them, they 
get a little nervous. They 


know that the next ball must be 
judged carefully, for if it’s called a 
strike, then the batsman will be out 

A feed dealer or an employee who 
tries to do good selling, often has two 
strikes called on him, if he works in 
a poorly lighted, inadequately stocked 
and arranged store. Good salesman- 
ship, which depends in large part 
upon confidence of the customer, is 
often to no avail in surroundings 
which shout that the salesman or 
his employer do not take proper care 





of all departments of the store. And 
if such care is not evident how can 
the prospect be certain that his ac- 
count will be given the proper care, 
if he will get the feed supervision 
which he is promised. 

On the other hand if those sur- 
roundings are improved, so _ that 
lights, displays, general cleanliness 
and stock point to a well cared for 
store, then a dealer or clerk’s best 
salesmanship is going to be high- 
lighted. 

The prospect will often say to him- 
self, ‘This store looks as if it is well 
taken care of. I like that. I'll bet the 
owner will take care of me in the 
same manner.” 

When a farmer sees a feed store 
where everything is disarranged, 
where debris piles up and dust and 
cobwebs rule, it can be attributed to 
dealers who are one of the follow- 
ing types:

1. All feed stores during rush sea- 
sons have moments when outside and 
inside work suffers. Rubbish piles up, 
ordinary cleaning cannot be done 
when desired and so the appearance 
of the store and mill deteriorates 
However, when the business rush sub- 
sides, the wise dealer usually takes 
the time to restore his place of busi- 
ness to normal, puts it in more or less 
spic and span shape. The big point 
is that it is not traditionally out of 
order, but only temporarily so. 

Steady customers recognize this fact, 
make allowances for rush seasons, etc 
They, as well as the dealer like it 
much better, when the store at which 
they trade, is again housecleaned 
properly. 

2. The second type of dealer is the 
chap who lets his place of business 
run down in appearance and leaves 
it that way. Such a dealer lacks aver- 
age ambition, the desire to have a 
nice looking mill and store. He is 
perhaps lazy, too, and sticks to the 
lazy attitude, despite the disapproval 
if the trade. It is often hard to see 
how such a dealer figures he can ever 
get maximum business from his area 

The job of keeping a store or mill 
in good condition should not be just 
the responsibility of one person. It 
is too big a job for that. There are 
too many things to watch for, and the 
need for many watchful eyes is too

modern and appealing is divided 
among the owner and his employees, 
then one can inspire the other. No 
one wants his section of the store or 
mill to look below par and not as well 
as some other section. Thus a little 
friendly competition along this line is 
often helpful. 


Sales Training Topic 

The subject of the store and mill 
appearance adding to the sales appeal 
is something which can be advanta- 
geously discussed at a sales training 
meeting. At such a gathering the 
dealer and his men can discuss the 
problem thoroughly. Employees can 
give suggestions for improvement, and 
if the cost is excessive, the dealer 
can explain and show why some im- 
provements cannot be made at the 
time. 

The employees can help the dealer 
set up a short term and a long term 
improvement program. This will en- 
able most improvements of a worth- 
while nature to be accomplished in 
time. It will provide for immediate 
cleaning up of the premises, main- 
taining of this clean condition and 
stepping up the sales appeal of the 
entire organization 

A merchants’ committee in a Mid- 
west city studied the store improve- 
ment situation, thinking it would 
come up with 10 suggestions for im- 
provements. The reason was that so 
many stores in the city had under- 
gone remodeling, etc., in the past 
two to three years 

However, after continuous study 
the committee was amazed at what 
could be done. It came up with a 
list of 33 recommendations for re- 
tailers in that area to follow in keep- 
ing their stores appealing 

There are some retailers who in- 
stall expensive lights for improving 
visibility of premises and merchan- 
dise, and who fail to turn them on 
during “dark” periods of the day 

When the feed dealer and his clerks 
turn on all factors in the store which 
help sell the customer, they are mak- 
ing full use of all the modern sales 
aids which business science has dis- 
covered for use in retailing.

The 
average flock of 157 hens ate $390 
worth of feed yearly. The 10-year av- 
erage return for all flocks was $177 
for each $100 spent for feed. 


Reasons for Earnings 

Now listen to the reasons for larg- 
er earnings from the 30 high laying 
flocks. These flocks earned an aver- 
age of 88¢ (23%) more per hen. 

The feed cost per hen was 
(20%) less 

High earning flocks 
eggs per hen (18%). 

The price received for eggs was l¢ 
a dozen more. A larger share of eggs 
were laid during October, November 
and December. High return flocks 
were given more protein feeds in pro- 
portion to total weight of all feed fed 

For the feed dealer who will study 
the above facts, there is a lot of in- 
formation he can use and pass on to 
his farmers to show the value of good 
stock, good feed and good manage- 
ment.

Compare the figures under Ex- 
hibit D with those under Exhibit H 
and you can see it is possible to earn 
more profit in dollars and in ratio 
to sales by cutting prices even to a 
limited degree, but few dealers can 
boost volume 45 to 50% by using 
price as sales-bait. The hazard of 
loss is much greater than the chance 
of gain and this is what the dealer 
should bear in mind. 

The figures shown in the tables are 
conservative, insofar as the effects of 
price-cutting are concerned, because 
overhead will remain unchanged. In 
actual practice, overhead will in- 
crease with volume, more or less, 
depending upon managerial ability 
so that the increased volume re- 
quired to offset a price-cut would in- 
crease the overhead outlay and re- 
duce the net profit proportionately. 
As a result, it would be necessary 
to increase sales after price-cutting 
more than the percentage shown in 
the tables. 

It makes no difference what ratios 
or dollar volume is used, the effect 
of price-cutting is the same, and so, 
the calculations shown in the tables 
will enable the dealer to make his 
own analysis. A study of these tables 
will help the dealer determine in 
dollars and cents and in ratio to 
sales where it leaves him on net 
profit if he rolls back prices for one 
reason or another. 

Before price-cutting, prepare ex- 
hibits, such as shown here, to get 
some idea of what it will do to your 
operating figures. If external condi- 
tions at some future time force prices 
downward, the dealer will know what 
effects the cuts have on his busi- 
ness, and he will be in a better posi- 
tion to supervise the reductions so 
that he minimizes loss

This posed a problem 
for the combined thinking of the 
management and its advertising 
agency. Finally, “Get the Jump on 
Roundworm Slump” was selected as 
the theme 

With the theme agreed upon, work 
proceeded in planning and preparing 
the advertising and merchandising 
material as a complete program 


First Selling Aid 

The first selling aid developed as a 
basic starting point was a four-color 
poster. The theme became the main 
headline—“Get the Jump on Round- 
worm Slump with ‘Rid-Ezy’.” A novel 
approach for presenting the features 
of the product was used for the body 
copy of the poster. Five cartoon 
heads, one of a farmer and four of 
pigs, were used as illustrations. Each 
had a blurb in rhyme to emphasize a 
feature. The first read, “No more

messy work for me . Pigs worm 
themselves with Rid-Ezy.” Straight 
copy at the bottom of each blurb 
elaborated on the feature. The head- 
ing used for each was “Rid-Ezy Does 
= 

To tie in with the bag design for 
product identification, the illustra- 
tion of a man's hand pouring feed into 
the trough, with one pig feeding and 
the other dancing, dominated the 
poster on the left hand side. Stretch- 
ing across the bottom of the poster 
were words, “‘Easiest—Safest—Surest 
Way to Worm Pigs.” 

To make the poster attract atten- 
tion and give the copy and illustra- 
tions sufficient display, a horizontal 
66-by-28-in. size was selected. 

Thus the first mixer sales aid, the 
poster, was created. The rest came 
naturally to comprise an organized 
and complete merchandising program, 
which was individualized for the mix- 
er’s own use and carried his own 
name 

Other Parts of Program 

The final, complete program, de- 
signed to help the mixer introduce, 
promote and sell the product direct 
from his own store, included: (1) 
Poster; (2) educational counter fold- 
er; (3) jumbo postcards for direct 
mailing to prospects; (4) ready-to-use 
local newspaper ads; (5) colorful 
bags; (6) ready-written publicity 
stories to hand to local editors; (7) 
prepared radio announcements with 
local appeal and sell; (8) estimating 
tables to give customer exact amount 
needed to worm all of his pigs; (9) 
badges for dealer employees to wear 

Prestige and support for local man- 
ufacturers of the product is being giv- 
en, with two-color %-page ads in 
farm papers in leading hog-producing 
states. 

However, Pay-U company officials 
say, the greatest emphasis and im- 
pact is provided in the sales and mer- 
chandising aids placed in the hands 
of the mixer for his own use. 

This is an example of the planning 
and creating of ideas that go on 
before a product is introduced to mix- 
ers and dealers. It is an indication of 
the importance which manufacturers 
attach to merchandising that will help 
the mixer and dealer sell.

You Can Sell Only One 
Customer at a Time 


By James March 


HETHER a business man 
grosses $30,000 a year or 
$300,000, there is one rule 


which applies to either case, namely, 
“You can sell only one customer at 
a time.” 

In other words, it means that when 
the customer buys, you can sell him 
only at that precise time. It takes 
one clerk, or one owner to sell to 
each customer, and what the seller 
says and does determines whether 
that customer is satisfied and wants 
to become a repeat. So it is good ad- 
vice for the dealer to forget all his 
other customers when waiting on one 
customer. Take them one at a time, 
and really make them satisfied, so 
they'll be repeats and be boosters 
for your mill and products and the 
kind of service that you give 

Let us suppose that a feed dealer 
has some customers who buy $1,000 
worth of feeds and related supplies 
from him per year. He also may have 
some customers who buy $2,000 or 
$3,000 or more worth of feed per year 


What the dealer can do is make a 
list of these choice customers, sit back 
in his chair and study those lists and 
say to himself, “Brother, I've got 
some wonderful accounts. They fill 
that cash register many times dur- 
ing the year. Now, what I would like 
to know is—am I really doing a good 
job on those accounts? Am I culti- 
vating them as much as I am the new 
$50 or $100 accounts? Gosh, I would 
not want to lose one of those $1,000 
or $2,000 accounts.’ 

Thinking thus, the feed dealer, if 
he is alert, would resolve, “I can 
really afford to take the time to 
visit every $1,000, $2,000 and $3,000 
per year account, get better acquaint- 
ed with each and see if there is any- 
thing additional I can do to make 
my service more satisfactory. My 
profit on those accounts is large 
enough so that I can put in this extra 
work.” 

Therefore, in calling on such “‘star” 
accounts, the feed dealer not only 
adjusts any small complaints which 
he discovers, but he can also pass 
on tips which he can see will fit each 
individual farmer. Thus he can for- 
tify his standing with each customer 
and just about insure himself for 





that business during the coming year 

In addition, on such calls, he is 
going to have a lot of opportunities 
to sell more related merchandise. In 
fact, dealers who have tried this 
method tell me that they usually 
come back after such field trips with 
pockets stuffed with orders. Farmers 
always seem to remember something 
extra they need when the dealer is 
talking with them on the premises, 
and the dealer can always suggest 
things the farmer might want. 

“It is just as easy to sell a new 
automobile as it is a pair of shoe- 
laces,"’ a successful salesman once told 
me, “provided you reach the man 
who needs either of the items. The 
actual selling is easy.” , 

There is also another truism in 
selling feeds or any other product, 
and that is, “Go where the buying 
power is located.” 

When the average feed dealer adds 
up his $1,000 to $5,000 annual feed 
and related products accounts, he 
very likely will discover that he has 
$50.000 to $75,000 of his annual vol- 
ume accounted for. And if he made 
personal calls on all these star ac- 
counts, it would not require such an 
extended amount of time 

On the other hand, suppose the 
dealer were to make personal calls on 
the smaller accounts, those ranging 
from $100 annually and up, a vol- 
ume which perhaps helps make up 
the rest of his business. Naturally the 
number of such customers would be 
much larger than the list of star 
accounts. Therefore, it would take 
the dealer perhaps three to ten times 
as long to call on each personally as 
it would to see the star accounts, Ob- 
viously, the alert dealer should take 
care of the star accounts first 

This does not mean that the small- 
er accounts should be neglected. They

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Feed Industry Gets Clean Bill of 
Health in Hog Disease Outbreak 


WASHINGTON—There is no dan- 
ger of a swine industry catastrophe 
from the serious vesicular exanthema 
disease—the counterpart of hoof and 
mouth disease 

This information was conveyed to 
Feedstuffs last week by top officials 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, who 
reported that the total number of
